In Java 


A GUN-BATTLE developed near 
the centre of Batavia yesterday 
morning when a tfuckload of Am- 
bonese troops became involved with 
Indonesians, Reuter’s correspondent 
cabled last night from . Batavia. 
Firing spread, but a patrol, with 
tank support, cleared up the situa- 
tion, and quiet was restored about 
noon. Thirteen Ambonese are re- 
ported to have been wounded. 

Batavia had a disturbed night, 
with sporadic shooting, after an in- 
conclusive meeting between the 
Dutch, the- Indonesians and the 
British. 

Tension at Samarang, in Central 
Java, has also increased, it was 
reported yesterday, following the 
murder on Saturday of two British 
Indian officers and the wounding 
ef a third while they were taking 
three women from a camp nearby 
to the town. One of the women 
was also wounded, 

The Netherlands News Agency 
reports the discovery early yesterday 
of a plot by the Indonesian Youth 
Movement to seize the town. A 
mobile British column, with tanks, 
was standing by. 

Surabaya Radio was quoted by 
the Agemry on Saturday night as 
: “ This is the last night 

of peace. To-morrow we shall

British or drive them out of Java.” 

The latest casualty figures in the 
fighting in Jaya were given yester- 
day by Rangdon Radio as nearly 
400 British and Indian troops killed, 
wounded and missing. 


REPRESENTATIVES MEET 


The declaration of policy by Dr.

Mr. Jamil Mardam Bey, Chair- 
man of the Arab League Council, 
said yesterday he was in Palestine 
to get in touch with the Arab 
leaders‘ and institutions to discuss 
steps to be taken. Later in the day, 
at a dinner for Jamil Mardam Bey, 
Maitre Ahmen Hussein, leader of 
the “ Ng Egypt” Party, criti- 
cised the Palestinian Arab Party for 
their “ continued truculence” in 
holding themselves aloof from other 
Arab parties. 

A broadcast by the Secret Jewish 
radio in Jerusalem yesterday de- 
clared that the Jews would’ not give 
up firearms. 

The speaker said that the Jews 
in Palestine knew from experience 
what would await them if they were 
defenceless. Jews in Tripoli were 
recently slaughtered despite British 
military protection, he stated. 

No Jewish organisation was be- 
hind the. recent disturbances, the 
broadcast said. ; 

Recent “acts of sabotage” in 
Tel Aviv were without justification, 
Mr. Shaw, Acting High Commis- 
sioner, said in an official statement 
yesterday.

Ansgar Pichen (32), who was 
involved in shooting prisoners

More Tobacco For 


Irish Smokers 


The Minister for Finance has 
made an Order entitled, the Emer- 
gency Powers (Tobacco) Order, 
1945, the effect of which is to 
permit increased quantities of un- 
manufactured tobacco to be de- 
divered from bonded warehouses 
for home consumption. 

Hitherto the quantity that could 
be cleared for home consumption 
was restricted to 90 per cent. of the 
quantity cleared in the year ended 
March, 31st, 1940. Under the new 
Order the quantity that may be 
cleared has been increased to 100 
per cent.,. and, consequently, more 
tobacco and cigarettes will be avai!- 
able for the public. 


Hess ** Unable ” to 
Defend Himself 


UDOLF HESS is mentally 
incapable and unable to 
defend himself in court, 
the British Psychiatric Com- 
mission has reported to the 
Nuremberg Military Tribunal 
at Nuremberg. 

Julius Streicher, examined by 
American, Russian and French 
psychiatrists, has been found 
sane, and fully capable of 
defending himself.—(A.P.) 


£40,000 Bail For. 
Alleged Dealer 
In Sovereigns 


Bail at £40,000 was fixed by the 
Special Criminal Court in Dublin on 
Saturday in the case in which Joseph 
Sigal (44), married, a _ Belgian, of 
Nutley Park, Donnybrook, and Arran 
quay, was charged with illegally pur- 
chasing 42 sovereigns from Saul Wine 
in June last. There was another 
charge of purchasing about 60 
sovereigns from Wine in July last. 
The charges were made under the 
Emergency Powers (Finance) (No. 7) 
Act, 1941 

Mr. LL. Lysagh, Chief State 
Solicitor’s Office, said that a number 
of persons had recently been charged 
with offences under this Act. On that 
occasion he had indicated that the 
illegal traffic in gold coins was wide- 
spread. — From his instructions it 
would seem that Sigal was one of the 
principals, if not the principal, in 
this traffic. His dealings in gold coins 
were most extensive. 

Mr. Lysaght asked for substantial 
bail, adding that the authorities had 
given grave consideration to the 
question of whether bail should be 
allowed at all. Sigal had been in 
Ireland since 1937; he was not a 
citizen of this State, and held a pass- 
port which gave him certain diplo- 
matic privileges not open. to the 
ordmary person. : 

Mr. Lysaght asked for personal 
bail of £20,000, with two independent 
sureties of £10,000 each, and also that 
the Court make it a condition that 
Sigal should surrender his passport to 
the authorities. 

Mr. Arthur Cox, solicitor for Sigal, 
said that his client‘ was in England 
when he heard that these investigations 
were on foot and immediately 
returned.

In the meantime it 
is hoped that the Executive will 
again be called into conference by 
the Minister. 

The chief claim of the teachers 
is for an initial salary of £300, 
rising by annual increments of £20 
a year to £600, for both men and 
women.
